HAMS RESPOND PRONTO TO MEDICAL CARE CRISIS 
by Dave Tyler, N6DRT 


Suppose they called a CODE BLUE emer- 
gency in your local hospital and nobody came 
to help the patient? That crisis was succ- 
essfully avoided at Pittsburg, California's 
Los Medanos Hospital on April 26th and 27th 
because local radio Amateurs substituted | 
for that hospital's internal telephone sys- 
tem which had failed completely. 

Bill Van Voorhis, WA6ZFZ, Emergency Co- 
ordinator for ARES/RACES in the eastern 
reaches of Contra Costa County received a 
call from The East Bay Section Emergency 
Coordinator, Dwayne Eskridge, W6LKE, asking 
that local RACES units be activated immed- 
jately and go to Los Medanos Hospital to re- 
place the "crashed" internal phone system. 
Van received that call at 3:07PM and put a 
call for help on the local two meter sim- 
plex frequency. At 3:24PM the first four 
hams arrived at the hospital accompanied by 
Van, their E.C. Before 4:00PM. internal com- 
munications had been restored in the hospi- 
tal via an Amateur two meter radio system. 

Fortunately, the hospital's internal 
paging system could still be operated from 
the central communications room. This fac- 
ility became the hub of the Amateur Radio 
System. An Amateur operator was stationed 
“pack to back" with the hospital's own 
page operator. The "page" two meter station 
was in communication with all high prior- 
ity locations elsewhere in the hospital, 
each now provided with an Amateur and two 
meter rig: the Emergency Room(ER); Inten- 
Sive Care Unit; Surgery; 0B; Nursing Sup- 
ervisor; and the Nurse's Stations on the 
third and fourth floors. Hospital staff and 
administrators were all extremely impressed 
with how swiftly and efficiently the local 
Amateurs responded to their communications 
crisis. 

The Amateurs, themselves, were a little 
Surprised at how smoothly skills they had 
learned in flooding and fire disasters were 
transfered to this new situation. The only 
small hitch was that some of them had to 
be told that "Stat!" is medical jargon for 
“ immediately!" 

On the day the internal phones collapsed, 
the first Amateurs on the scene were: WA6ZFZ, 
WBOUMT, N6QS, WA6GFT, and WB6JD0. These were 
followed that afternoon and evening by: 
WB6EZI, KE6RV and WB6FBI. Operations the 
First day were secured at 10:00PM. as traf- 


Fic was very light by that hour. At 7:45 
the next morning the hams resumed the opera- 
tions at all the posts staffed the day be- 
fore. The same Amateurs provided communica- 
tions that day, except that the last two 
hams listed above were replaced by WA6YVH, 
WD6GDG, and N6EIK who served for all or 
part of the second day. 

As it happened there, indeed, was a 
"CODE BLUE in the ER" call while hams 
manned the internal "phones." WB6UMT was 
the page radio operator at the time. Van 
was explaining the Amateur operation to a 
"visiting fireman" (this author, an E.C. in 
West Contra Costa County) at "UMT's" elbow 
when the call came in on ham radio from the 
NER". The call was passed immediately to 
the hospital paging operator by "UMT" 
was broadcast on the P.A. system within 
ten seconds of the transmission from the 
ER. 


During the two day Amateur Radio per- 
formance at Los Medanos service personnel 
from the internal phone system vendor were 
working constantly to repair that system. 
The internal phone system was restored 
to operation at 4:15PM of the second day. 
All Amateur Radio operators were secured 
by 4:30PM. 

The swift response by Van and the other 
Amateurs provide several lessons. First, 
Amateurs in their area consistently mon- 
itored a single calling and alerting fre- 
quency. Second, close rapport between the 
SEC EC's and county Office of Emergency 
Services and the county Sheriff's Office 
gave those officials the confidence to 
call on the local ARES/RACES group to 
“Dail out" the hospital's communication 
system when the need arose. And, most of 
the Amateurs who so successfully carried 
off the task were people who regularly 
take part in the local Amateur Radio em- 
ergency training sessions and nets, enough 
certainly to set the example for those 
with less training and experience. 

CONGRATULATIONS are in order for all 
who took part.
